Constitutional  revision  possibEities  were  discussed  briefly. 

Committee  chairman  BE1  Skokos  told  the  Council,  “We  plan 
to  look  into  the  constitution  to  revamp  the  offices  and 
coordinate  them  better.” 

Skokos,  foEowing  his  presentation  to  the  CouncE  said,  “We 
wEl  try  to  get  it  done  as  soon  as  possible.”  He  explained  they 
would  look  at  the  entire  councE.  “We  won’t  set  priorities.” 

When  asked  about  the  possibEity  of  the  freshmen  office  being 
eliminated,  he  said  he  couldn’t  say  for  sure  whether  or  not  that 
would  happen.  “It’s  a  possibEity,  but  not  a  probabEity,”  he 
continued. 

The  proposed  budget  for  Homecoming  activities  was 
announced  by  Lee,  who  asked  for  an  immediate  $4,000,  which 
was  approved  by  the  councE.  Lee  indicated  that  the  money 
would  be  paid  back  through  Homecoming  activities. 

In  other  business  conducted  during  the  meeting,  Brent  Coles 
was  approved  as  Chief  Justice  of  the  Traffic  Court  and  the  class 
gift  proposal  of  putting  an  improved  sound  system  in  the 
stadium  was  discussed. 

The  council  also  approved  unanimously  a  proposal  for  funds 
to  send  Diane  Robison,  wife  of  ASBYU  President  Reid  Robison, 
to  Hawaii  as  chaperone  for  the  head  cheerleaders  on  their  trip 
with  the  football  team  in  September. 

Robison  and  Anderson  will  also  be  making  the  trip.

WASHINGTON  —  President 
Ford  heard  more  than  a  dozen 
of  America’s  leading  economists 
urge  Thursday  that  the  federal 
government  ease  its  tight  mon¬ 
ey  policy  in  a  move  to  bring 
down  record  high  interest  rates. 

Ford  didn’t  say  immediately, 
however,  if  he  would  pressure 
Federal  Reserve  Board  to  re¬ 
lax  its  restrictions  on  money 
available  for  lending. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  day¬ 
long  White  House  conference  of 
economists,  congressmen  and 
government  officials,  Ford  also 
was  told  there  is  a  wide  diver¬ 
gence  of  opinion  on  wage  and 
price  controls. 

The  President,  who  conven¬ 
ed  the  session  as  the  first  in  a 
series  leading  to  his  economic 
summit  conference  this  month, 
hailed  the  meeting  as  a  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  search  for  cures 
for  America’s  economic  ills. 


Opposes  controls

$4,500  smaller  than  last  year’s 
amount,”  Dr.  Goodman 
explained. 

Lyceum  programs  are 
designed  to  be  self-supporting, 
but  last  year  they  ended  up 
$8,000  in  debt,  Dr.  Goodman 
said.  “We’re  just  trying  to  keep 
out  of  the  red.” 

Drama  ticket  prices  have 
also  doubled  this  year,  but  for 
a  different  reason.  Pres.  Oaks 
recommended  that  drama 
ticket  prices  be  boosted  to  $1 
so  they  would  be  consistent 


with  the  Music  Department’s 
prices,  according  to  officials  in 
the  Department  of  Speech  and 
Dramatic  Arts. 

The  Drama  Department  had 
requested  a  25-cent  increase  to 
meet  its  budget,  but  will 
charge  the  higher  price  to  be 
consistent. 

“Increased  production  costs 
and  a  lack  of  student  body 
appropriations  caused  the 
initial  request  for  a  price 
increase,”  officials  said. 

Alternatives  to  ASBYU 
participation  in  drama  and 
lyceum  financing  haven’t  been 
considered,  according  to  Dr. 
Jael  J.  Woodbury,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Communications. 

He  said  that  student 
government  participation  in 
ticket  funding  is  a  good 
investment  of  its  funds. 

Both  the  Drama  and  Music 
Department  spokesmen  said 
they  feel  they  have  a  duty  to 
offer  cultural  entertainment  of 
high  quality  to  the  students 
and  community,  but  they 
must  operate  within  the 
framework  of  reasonable 
budgets.

Wage  and  Price  Stability.  Some 
of  the  economists  believe  a 
“jawboning  effort  could  work 
effectively,”  said  Arthur  Okun 
of  the  Brookings  Institution 
ins  summarizing  the  panel’s 
deliberation. 

Ford  made  no  specific  com¬ 
mitments  but  gave  strong  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  course  he  prefers 
when  he  said,  “The  American 
people.  .  .  want  us  to  take  those 
actions  I  believe  that  fall  with¬ 
in  the  middle  ground  of  the 
spectrum.” 

Okun  said  that“at  least  half 
expressed  the  opinion  we  have 
reached  or  are  rapidly  approach¬ 
ing  the  time  for  a  change”  in 
the  tight  money  policy. 

The  economists  are  “not 
talking  about  easy  money,” 
Okun  said,  but  rather  about  a 
reduction  of  the  restraint  that 
has  produced  record  high  in¬ 
terest  rates. 

Some  of  the  economists  urged 
tax  increases,  others  called 
for  tax  cuts.  Almost  all  agreed 
the  line  should  be  held  on  fed¬ 
eral  spending,  but  there  was  a 
split  on  exactly  whare  cuts 
should  come. 

Pocket  book  politics 

Ford  opened  the  meeting  by 
telling  the  panel  the  American 
people  want  the  unvarnished 
truth  about  inflation  and  “they 


are  sick  and  tired  of  having 
politics  played  with  their  pock- 
etbooks.” 

Perhaps  the  best  indication 
of  Ford’s  approach  to  the  na¬ 
tion’s  economic  problems  came 
in  his  spontaneous  response 
to  an  economist’s  suggestion 
that  the  country  needs  “posi¬ 
tive  thinking.” 

After  Walter  Headley  of  the 
Bank  of  America  called  for 
upbeat  thinking  to  counter  “a 
lack  of  confidence  in  the 
future,”  Ford  volunteered  the 
opinion  that  Americans  can’t 
indulge  in  positive  thinking 
unless  they  first  have  the 
truth. 

Saying  he  wanted  “the 
unvarnished  truth  on  the 
table”  at  the  meeting,  the

FBI  reports  increase 
of  6%  in  serious  crimes 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y. 
(AP)  -  Secretary-General  Kurt 
Waldheim  on  Thursday  called 
for  the  earliest  possible 
reopening  of  the  Middle  East 
peace  conference  in  Geneva  to 
prevent  a  return  to  violence  in 
the  area. 

In  his  annual  report, 
Waldheim  declared  that 
“unless  the  momentum  is 
maintained  ...  it  wEl  not  be 
long  before  violence  breaks 
out  again  with  all  its  dread 
implications.” 

Waldheim  also  warned  that 
time  is  running  out  on  other 
global  problems,  particularly 
disarmament,  energy  and  the 
world  food  supply. 

He  told  U.N.  member 
nations  that  the 
E  g  y  p  t  i  a  n  - 1  sraeli  and 
Israeli-Syrian  disengagement 
agreements  are  only  fragEe 
first  steps  to  provide 
“breathing  space”  to  work  out 
the  main  issues  of  the 
Arab-Israeli  conflict. 


WASHINGTON  —  Serious 
crimes  rose  six  per  cent  in  the 
United  States  last  year  with  the 
biggest  increases  in  suburbs 
and  rural  areas,  the  FBI  re¬ 
ported  Thursday. 

The  annual  Uniform  Crime 
Reports  reflected  increases  in 
the  number  of  offenses  reported 
to  police  in  all  seven  crime  cat¬ 
egories  last  year.  The  highest 
increase  was  10  per  cent  for 
rape,  the  lowest  two  per  cent 
for  robbery. 

Increases  were  reported  for 
all  sections  of  the  country  and 
for  cities,  suburbs  and  rural 
areas  alike. 

In  all  categories,  the  urban 
dweller  was  more  lEcely  to  be 
a  crime  victim  than  the  sub-

urbanite  or  rural  resident. 
However,  the  largest  cities, 
those  with  more  than  one  mil¬ 
lion  residents,  recorded  an  over¬ 
all  decrease  of  one-half  of  one 
per  cent.  Suburban  areas  re¬ 
ported  an  average  increase  of 
nine  per  cent  and  rural  areas 
10  per  cent. 

The  FBI 'figures,  comparing 
the  volume  and  rate  of  crime 
in  1973  with  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year,  are  based  on 
reports  from  nearly  all  state 
and  local  police  agencies. 

The  figures  are  not  considered 
a  totally  accurate  measure  of 
crime.  Most  critics  suggest 
that  total  crime  is  much  great¬ 
er  than  the  offenses  reported  to 
police. 

The  1973  increase  was  a  re¬ 
turn  to  an  upward  trend  brok¬ 
en  only  once  in  18  years,  when 
the  1972  figures  reflected  a  four 
per  cent  decrease.  The  only 
1974  figures  available  show  a 
15  per  cent  over-all  increase  for 
January  through  March. 

For  the  past  five  years,  ser¬ 
ious  crime  is  up  30  per  cent 
and  since  1960  the  increase  is 
120  per  cent. 

As  is  customary,  the  FBI  re¬ 
port  offers  no  explanation  for 
the  trends  in  the  282  pages  of 
statistics  and  charts. 

According  to  the  report,  Amer¬ 
icans  in  1973  reported  8.6  mil¬ 
lion  cases  of  murder,  assault, 
rape,  robbery,  burglary,  lar¬ 
ceny,  and  auto  theft— the  seven 
categories  for  which  statistics 
are  collected.  In  1972  there 
were8.1  million  reported  crimes. 


Adjusted  for  population 
growth,  the  statistics  show  a 
national  crime  rate  increase  of 
about  five  per  cent..  The  1973 
crime  rate  indicates  that  about 
four  out  of  every  100  citizens 
was  a  victim  of  serious  crime. 

Broken  down  by  category, 
the  report  shows  that  the  mur¬ 
der  rate  rose  four  percent  last 
year  and  35  per  cent  over  the 
past  five  years. 


The  number  of  rapes  increas¬ 
es  10  per  cent,  the  highest  of 
any  crime  category,  but  the 
total  comprised  less  than  one 
per  cent  of  all  serious  crimes, 
the  report  siad. 

Like  murder,  assault  accur- 
red  most  often  within  families, 
and  the  national  rate  increas¬ 
ed  six  per  cent  last  year  and 
40  per  cent  in  the  past  five 
years. 

The  four  categories  of  vio¬ 
lent  crime— murder,  assault, 
rape  and  robbery — collectively 
rose  five  per  cent  but  totaled 
only  869,470  while  all  three 
categories  of  property  crimes 
added  up  to  7.8  million. 


recommended  that  serious 
consideration  be  given  to  a 
public  service  employment 
program  in  anticipation  of  an 
early  rise  in  joblessness. 
Improved  unemployment 
compensation  programs  also 
met  with  considerable  support. 

At  the  Capitol,  Senate 
Democrats  put  Ford  on  notice 
that  they  are  ready  to  keep 
Congress  in  session  for  the  rest 
of  the  year  to  deal  with  the 
economic  problems.  At  the 
same  time,  their  leaders  said  it 
is  up  to  the  White  House 
tomake  a  specific  move  if  any 
action  is  to  be  taken  this  year. 

Ford  opened  the  day-long 
meeting  in  the  East  Room  of 
the  White  House,  broadcast 
live  over  public  television  and 

“Our  purpose,”  he  said,  “is 
to  find  ways  by  which  we,  the 
American  people,  can  come  to 
grips  with  our  economic 
difficulties  and  surmount 
them.”

costs  more 

WASHINGTON  (AP(  —  Hos¬ 
pital  and  doctor  costs  have  in¬ 
creased  50  per  cent  faster  than 
the  economy  as  a  whole  since 
May  and  if  unchecked  could 
.cost  Americans  an  additional 
$13  billion  over  the  next  two 
years,  Caspar  W.  Weinberger, 
secretary  of  health,  education 
and  welfare,  said  Thursday. 

“This  we  must  and  will  mod¬ 
erate,”  he  said. 

Engaging  in  a  little  economic 
jawboning  of  his  own,  Wein¬ 
berger  told  the  American  As¬ 
sociation  of  Medical  Clinics 
that  health  care  price  increases 
“are  a  prominent  fuel  in  the 
acceleration  of  the  nation’s  in¬ 
flation.” 

Since  federal  wage-price  con¬ 
trols  expired  April  30,  physi¬ 
cians  fees  have  risen  at  Em  an¬ 
nual  rate  of  19.1  per  cent  and 
hospital  charges  at  an  annual 
rate  of  17.7  per  cent,  he  said. 

“With  such  skyrocketing  in¬ 
flation,  the  costs  for  health 
care  in  this  fiscal  year  will  in¬ 
crease  an  additional  $4  billion 
and,  next  year,  an  extra  $9 
billion,”  the  secretary  said. 

More  than  70  per  cent  of  those 
higher  costs  will  come  out  of 
consumers’  pockets,  he  said. 

In  a  statement  released  later 
in  the  day,  Weinberger  estimat¬ 
ed  that  inflationary  health  costs 
may  add  another  billion  dollars 
to  the  federal  budget  even  if 
the  rate  of  increase  begins  to 
taper  off. 


Ex-aide  lauds  Ford 


“My  feelings  are  that  God  has  brought 
forth  President  Ford  at  this  time.” 

These  are  the  words  of  former  staff 
assistant  to  Vice  President  Ford,  David 
Cannon,  who  is  also  a  BYU  junior 
studying  political  science.  After 
experiencing  the  dramatic  days  of  former 
President  Nixon’s  resignation,  Cannon 
voiced  great  respect  for  President  Ford 
and  hope  for  the  American  system. 

“What  impressed  me  the  most  was  that 
he  was  very  humble,”  the  honors  student 
said,  “but  he  was  anything  but 
timorous.”  Rather,  Cannon  said  he  saw 
Ford  as  “solid”  and  “very  much  aware  of 
the  task  before  him.” 

Cannon  saw  Ford’s  refusal  to  make 
official  statements  and  overt  preparations 
as  reflection  of  his  humility. 

“We  (the  staff)  were  instructed  right  up 
to  the  last  second  to  hold  his  schedule,” 
he  explained.  “He  made  great  efforts  to 
appear  as  if  we  were  going  to  stay  on. 
This  is  what  impressed  me.” 

Cannon  also  noted  Ford’s  humility  was 
illustrated  by  the  communications  he  sent 
to  his  staff. 


“In  the  memoranda  he  would  send  us, 
he  would  enjoin  us  to  be  down  to  earth 
and  not  have  Elusions  of  grandeur,”  he 
said. 

After  the  news  of  the  resignation 
fEtered  through  to  the  staff,  Cannon 
explained,  “We  were  all  told  to  prepare 
for  the  presidential  transition  staff.”  Ford 
brought  in  many  men  such  as  Gov. 
WEliam  Scranton  to  advise  him  and  to 
Elustrate  that  “he  was  ready  to  be  very 
accessible,”  Cannon  added. 

This  accessibEity  is  in  contrast  with 
Nixon’s  former  practice  of  “hiding  out  in 
the  Oval  Room”  and  demonstrates  Ford 
is  “deeply  concerned  with  all 
Americans,”  he  noted. 

But  Cannon  emphasized  that  he  sensed 
no  “personality  conflicts”  between  Ford 
and  Nixon  and  that  Ford  encouraged  the 
staff  to  support  Nixon  before  the 
resignation. 

“It  was  our  duty  to-  overtly,  if  not 
covertly,  be  supportive  of  the  president,” 
he  said. 

Nonetheless  Cannon  said  he  sensed  the 
staff  felt  “deep  relief”  at  Nixon’s 
resignation. 


“I  think  especially  since  we  were  in 
Washington,  right  in  the  vortex  of  the 
action,  we  felt  the  impact  of  Watergate, 
he  explained. 

Ford  was  apart  from  the  implications 
of  the  Watergate  scandal,  Cannon 
believed,  because  “usually  to  get  elected 
these  days  you  have  to  sell  yourself.  He 
didn’t  have  to  do  this  because  he  was 
appointed.” 

“When  he  was  sworn  in,  he  had  his 
hand  on  Proverbs  3:5-  ‘Trust  in  the  Lord 
with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not  unto 
thine  own  understanding,”  Cannon  said. 
“I  think  that  typifies  him  pretty  well.” 

A  teacher  of  German  in  the  Language 
Training  Mission,  22  year-old  Cannon  said 
this  experience  has  affected  his  life. 

In  talking  with  several  public  officials 
in  Washington,  continued  Cannon,  “I 
could  see  that  they  all  seemed  to  think 
very  highly  of  Mormons  and  BYU.” 

“My  desire  to  get  involved  in  the 
political  process  has  increased,”  he  said. 
“I  would  like  to  get  involved  in  law  and 
public  administration  and  I  have  a  real 
desire  to  run  for  U.S.  Congress.”

White  non-smokers 
tolerate  pain  better 

CHICAGO  (AP)  -  Whites  who  smoke  have  less  ability  to 
tolerate  pain  than  white  non-smokers,  a  California  study  has 
found. 

But  no  significant  difference  was  found  between  black  and 
Oriental  smokers  and  nonsmokers; 

The  study  involved  66,410  subjects  examined  in  the 
Kaiser-Permanente  health  screening  program  at  Oakland,  Calif. 
It  is  reported  in  the  September  issue  of  the  Archives  of 
Environmental  Health,  published  by  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

Authors  of  the  study  are  Dr.  Carl  C.  Seltzer  of  the  Harvard 
School  of  Public  Health,  Boston,  and  Dr.  Gary  D.  Friedman, 
Abraham  B.  Siegelaub  and  Dr,  Morris  F.  Collen  of  the 
Permanente  Medical  Group. 


They  suggested  that  “the  possible  role  of  constitutional 
differences  between  smokers  and  nonsmokers  should  be 
considered  as  well  as  other  explanations.” 

Previously,  the  researchers  reported  that  they  had  found  that 
pain  tolerance  decreased  with  age,  men  tolerated  more  pain  than 
women,  whites  more  than  Orientals  and  that  the  pain  tolerance 
of  blacks  fell  between  that  of  whites  and  Orientals. 

Their  latest  study  found  that  there  was  a  decrease  in  pain 
tolerance  among  both  white  male  and  female  smokers  and  at 
every  age  level. 

Similar  differences  were  found  among  black  and  Oriental  male 
and  female  smokers,  but  not  to  a  significant  degree,  the 
researchers  said.

Cost  rise 
continues 
on  sugar 


WASHINGTOK  (AP)  -  A 
five-pound  bag  of  sugar  that 
cost  85  cents  last  January  is  $2 
today,  and  the  government 
says  consumers  will  see  sugar 
prices  increase  further  before 
settling  down. 

“Retail  prices  will  continue 
to  rise  for  some  time  to  adjust 
to  the  current  high  wholesale 
prices,”  the  Agriculture 
Department  said  on 
Wednesday.  “Higher  sugar 
prices  are  also  an  important 
factor  in  explaining  higher 
prices  of  sugar-containing 
foods  and  beverages.” 

The  department  said  in  a 
food  situation  report  that 
despite  soaring  prices,  sugar 


The  report  said  that  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1974 
consumers  nationally  paid  an 
average  of  almost  25.4  cents 
per  pound  for  sugar,  or  about 
$1.27  for  each  five-pound  bag. 
In  April-June  last  year,  a  bag 
cost  73  cents  or  slightly 
than  14.6  cents  per  pound. 

A  five-pound  bag  of  sugar 
sold  in  chain  stores  in  the 
Washington'  area  Wednesday 
for  $1.95,  or  39  cents  per 
pound. 

But  the  world’s  sweet  tooth 
has  bitten  off  such  a  huge  bite 
the  past  year  that  sugar 
stockpiles  have  been  reduced 
and  prices  are  soaring  on  the 
international  market.  And  U.S. 
prices  this  summer  have  been 
the  highest  of  all. 

Prices  of  raw  sugar  headed 
for  refineries  appear  to  be 
leveling  off  and  may  drop 
slightly,  the  report  said.  But 
with  retail  prices  still  catching 
up  with  recent  wholesale 
increases,  consumers  are  not 
expected  to  see  relief  soon.

return  inmates'  gift 


SALEM,  ORE.  (AP)  -  The 
children  of  Earl  and  Viola 
Hunter  have  returned  an 
$821.50  check  to  inmates  of 
the  Oregon  State  Penitentiary 
with  a  letter  of  appreciation. 

The  Hunters,  of  Eugene, 
were  kidnaped  and  murdered 
earlier  this  summer. 

Escaped  killer  Carl  detus 
Bowles  admitted  kidnaping 
them  from  their  Eugene  home 
June  14  and  has  been  charged 
with  their  murders.  The 
inmates  took  up  a  collection 
and  sent  the  check  to  the 
children  as  an  expression  of 
sorrow. 

Bowles  escaped  while  on  a 
social  pass  from  the  prison.  He 
was  captured  in  Idaho  June  16 
and  is  serving  75  years  there 
for  kidnaping. 

The  Hunters’  bodies  were 
found  near  Spokane  July  11. 

The  rnpney  was  raised  by 
108  inmates  who  s';11d'  they 
hoped  the  fund  would  express 
their  regret  at  what  had 


happened.  The  check 
given  to  the  Hunters’  children, 
Linda  Kerschmaum,  25, 
Seattle,  and  John  Hunter,  34, 
Toronto,  Canada. 

In  the  letter  to  the  inmates, 
the  couple’s  children  said,  “We 
are  very  moved  by  your 
spontaneous  gesture  of 
sympathy  and  compassion.  We 
realize  the  sacrifices  you 
people  have  made  on  our 
behalf  in  raising  this  money 
and  the  symbolism  of  it  has 
been  truly  heartwarming. 

“We  wish  to  express  to  you, 
the  residents,  that  you  should 
in  no  way  feel  responsible,  nor 
share  the  guilt  for  the  actions 
of  one  man.  Each  of  you, 
whether  in  prison  or  not,  is  an 
individual,  and  therefore 
accountable  only  in  his  own 
actions  and  decisions.  For 
anyone  to  cast  all  prisoners  in 
the  same  light  is  a  great 
injustice.  Your  letter  and 
contributions  are  evidence  of 
that.”

POUGHKEEPSIE.  N.Y. 
(AP)  —  “I’m  looking  at  you,” 
schoolteacher  Bruce  Bevan, 
thought  blind  for  the  past  four 
years,  announced  to  his 
dumbfounded  principal. 

Bevan,  40,  returned  to  his 
sixth-grade  classroom  Tuesday 
after  winning  a  long  legal 
battle  giving  him  the  right  to 
teach  despite  his  blindness. 
Only  as  he  reported  for  work 
did  he  reveal  that  his  sight  had 
been  partially  restored  by  an 
operation  last  June. 

The  principal  of 
Poughkeepsie  Middle  School, 
Robert  Timmons,  recovered 


from  his  initial  shock  long 
enough  to  say  he  was 
“surprised  and  pleased”  by  the 
news. 

Louis  Kustas,  the  former 
president  of  the  Poughkeepsie 
Board  of  Education  who  led 
an  unsuccessful  two-year 
effort  to  force  Bevan  into 
retirement,  also  expressed 
pleasure  with  the 
development. 

Apparently,  only  Bevan.s 
pupils  remained  unimpressed. 

‘‘They  weren’t  too 
interested  in  whether  1  was 
blind  or  sighted,”  he  told  a 
reporter  after  his  first  class. 


“The  students  reached  only  as 
new  students  would  in  this 
school.”  Bevan’s  relief  from 
his  world  of  darkness  may  be 
temporary  since  his  diabetes, 
the  cause  of  his  blindness, 
remains  uncorrected. 

“If  it  happens,  I’m  prepared 
for  it,”  he  said,  vowing  that  he 
would  simply  take  his  cane  out 
of  the  closet  and  continue 
teaching.  “I’m  not  going  to 
have  to  fight  my  way  through 
that  door  again.” 

A  state  appellate  court 
ordered  Bevan’s  reinstatement 
earlier  this  year,  and  the 
school  board  voted  last  month

ANN  ARBOR,  Mich.  (AP)  —  Coach  Be  Schembechler’s 
University  of  Michigan  football  team  hasn’t  won  a  national 
championship  since  he  got  the  job  five  years  ago,  but  the 
Wolverines’  record  in  that  span  is  the  best  in  the  country. 

Not  perennial  rival  Ohio  State,  not  Penn  State,  not  Southern 
Cal,  not  Nebraska,  nor  Oklahoma  has  had  a  better  record  than 
Michigan  over  the  last  five  years. 


Schembechler’s  Big  Teh  bruisers  have  compiled  a  48-4-1 
regular  season  mark.  Second  best,  according  to  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Assocation  statistics,  is  Penn  State  at  48-5. 


This  will  be  Michigan’s  95th  year  of  intercollegiate  football 
and  like  the  last  five,  at  least,  the  Maize  and  Blue  should  again 
be  ranked  nationally  in  the  top  .1 0. 

That  season-ender  at  Ohio  State  is,  as  usual,  expected  to 
decide  the  conference  championship  and  perhaps  even  the 
national  title.

“But  it’s  all  right  with  me,  he 
can  do  what  he  wants  and  I 
wish  him  good  luck.” 

On  Sunday  Knievel  says  he 
will  be  launched  across  the 
canyon  in  a  unique  Sky  cycle. 

Promoters  have  expected 
50,000  people  to  come  watch 
the  event. 

But  so  far,  they  estimate 
that  less  than  half  have  arrived. 
But  hotels  in  the  area  report 
that  their  rooms  are  sold  out 
and  some  are  already  taking 
advantage  of  the  influx  of  city 
slickers  to  double  their  room 
rates.

Luck,  Evel”  sighs.

But  I 
guess  if  they  can  get  a  man  to 
the  moon,  they  can  get 
Knievel  across  the  canyon.” 

Barry  Steen,  13,  complained 
the  $25  ticket  fee  was  more 
than  he  could  possibly  earn  in 
a  month  of  lawn  mower  jobs. 
“But  even  if  I  had  the  money, 
my  parents  wouldn’t  let  me 
go.  Besides,  I  think  he  ain’t 
nothing  too  much.” 

Like  several  others,  Jerry 
Swensen  thinks  the  whole 
business  is  a  publicity  rip-off.

roundups  of  wild  horses 
through  the  West  on  grounds 
they  are  over-breeding,  Green 
said. 

Greene,  who  was 
representing  the  American 
Horse  Protection  Association, 
said  the  law  makes  roundups 
illegal. 

The  association  has  a  $10 
million  suit  pending  which 
accuses  the  government  of 
failure  to  enforce  the  law  in  a 
roundup  of  60  wild  horses  in 
the  spring  of  1 973  near  Howe, 
Idaho.  About  a  dozen  of  the 
horses  were  killed. 

An  official  at  the  Bureau  of 
land  Management,  the  agency 
in  charge  of  most  federal  land 
where  the  horses  roam,  told  a 
reporter  the  number  of  wild 
horses  was  increasing,  but  that 
he  knew  of  no  plans  to  round 
up  and  thin  the  herds. 

The  association  won  custody 
of  Papa  Charocal  in  1971. 
Greene  said  the  horse’s  feet 
had  been  “sored”  with 
chemicals  to  make  him  stride 
in  the  walking  horse  manner. 

He  said  federal  law  now 
makes  this  illegal  but  he  added 
that  the  penalty  for 
conviction,  now  a  maximum 
fine  of  $5  00,  should  be 
stiffened.

Sinatra  told  the 
invitation-only  audience  of 
about  800  at  Harrah’s  that  the 
press  is  the  only  profession 
that  operates  without  a 
regulating  body.

During  his  Australian  visit, 
he  had  compared  newswomen 
to  prostitutes.  He  was 
criticized  by  the  Australian 
press  and  labor  movement. 

Sinatra  received  a  standing 
ovation  after  his  45-minute 
appearance.  He  was  featured 
on  the  program  with  his 
daughter  Nancy  and  son  Frank 
Jr.,  but  the  three  did  not 
perform  together  on  stage.
